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U.S. Alleges Overthrow Plot 

White Supremacists Linked to Scheme to Take Over Government 



By Laura Parker 



SEATTLE, Dec. 11— The mas- 
iFKmanhvmt last weekend that 
"» a fiery gun btttle on a 
wooded, rural island north of here 
has wetted what federal proeeco* 
tors call a acheme by a group of 
white supremacists*, to overthrow 
the government. 

Robert Mathews, who died in the 
96-hour aiege. and four other* ar- 
retted at the acene had been aaao- 
dated with a white-supremacist 
group m tb$ Idaho panhandle known 
as the "Aryan Nations' and had 
plans to eliminate "Jewish influ- 
ence* and other minority groups 
v fran American society, according 
to documents filed in federal court 



The Federal Bureau of invest*- 
gatioo began investigating the 
group several months ago in con- 
nection with a aeries of crimes 
thought to be the work of s group of 
white supremacists. An unidentified 
informer who infiltrated the group 
provided the FBI with information 
inking it to three armed robberies 
m Seattle and northern California 
that netted more than $3 million. 



Tie Ao w down began early Fri- 
day morning when aaore than 10 
FBI agents swept through the pne- 
tures and woods of Whidbey bland, 
a 50-miWoftg body north of Seat- 
tle, and surrounded three cabins on 
a bluff overlooking Puget Sound. 

The agents doaed shipping lanes 
near the island until late Friday eve- 
ning and halted air traffic an the 
manhunt progre ss ed. FBI agents 
negotiated with the activists and ar- 
rested four Friday on charges of 
karbormg a fugitive. 

But Mathews. 31, alone and 
heavily armed in one of the house*, 
refused to come out FBI agents, 
aome wearing camouflage, their 
faces blackened, waited in the 
woods through the damp, cold night 
while negotiations continued. 

Saturday afternoon, the FBI fired 
teargas into the bouse and later at- 
tempted to enter it to arrest Ma- 
thews. Agents were met with gun* 
fire and retreated. As the eecood 
day of the siege gsve way to dark* 
neas, the FBI fired flares into the 
house to ahiminate it. The building 
caught fire and quickly burned to 
the ground with Mathews inside as 
exploding ammunition kept the 
agents at bay. 

A badly burned body taken from 



the aahes was tentatively ide nti fied 
from dental records as Mathews. 

Randolph George Duey; Robert 
EL llerfci; Ins wife. Sharon K. 
Mario, and a man rientified as johr 
Doe" but abo known aa Barttett 
Duane Udell and Ian Roy Steward 
were charged in U.S. District Court 
in Seattle with harboring Mathews. 

Three members of the group are 
still at large. 

During the arrest of the four ac* 
trvisu, FBI agents eetaed a brief- 
caae bearing Duey's name that con- 
tained s document dated Nov. 23. 
entitled "Declaration of War." said 
Assistant US Attorney Gene Wil- 
aon. 

The document declares Nrar" on 
various elements of aobety and was 
signed by Mathews, Dyey and Rob- 
ert Merib in the name of the "Aryan 
Reaistance Movement," according 
to court papers. 

The informer said Mathews in- 
vited him to join the group and told 
him about his plans. 

The group's bible, according to 
the informer, was "Turner's Dia- 
riee* by William Pierce, which was 
published by the National AQiance, 
an East Coast right-wing associa- 
tion.

a Brink's armored car July 19 near Ukiah, 
Caljf..

Dye has not been mentioned in the holdup or 
other crimes blamed by officials on a network 
of neo-Nazis. His presence in Spokane had been 
known for "several months." Whitaker told a 
Spokane news conference. 

At a court bearing following, U£ District 
Judge Justin L. Quackenbush ordered Dye held 
without bail pending a bearing Monday. 

The only other defendant identified so far is 
Denver Parmenter. 32. of Cheney. Wash., who 
was arrested in Seaside, Ore..

A search of his Idaho home led 
authorities to consider him a prime 
suspect in the slaying of Alan Berg, 
a Jewish talk -show host who had 
pubiidy belittled extremist groups.

The 
search turned up a cache of weap- 
ons ranging from an Uti subma- 
chine gun and loaded crossbows to 
a "Mac-KT automatic pistol-the 
weapon used to kill Berg. 

Yarbrough has denied any rote to 
the slaying.
